Claims 1-4. 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schneider et al.

Schneider et a! disclose vascular grafts on which a coating of heparin sulfate, 
laminin and collagen may be added (see abstract). This collagen is collagen type II and 
IV (see page 649, column 1 , line 3). The composition may also contain nidogen (page 
649, column 1 , line 6) and fibroblast growth factor (page 649, column 1 , line 1 ). The 
instant clainfis are anticipated by Schneider et al. 

Claims 5-8, 12-17 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected claim.
